Then the Bears go and lose 17-15 in dra- 
matic fashion, and fans wish they would have 
spent the afternoon flipping through pretty 
photos of icicles instead.

Adele 


Come for ll 


Adele could sing a cookbook and 
people everywhere would worship her, 
fighting back tears as they told each 
other, “No one’s ever understood my 
love of nutmeg until now” Her voice 
is that powerful. It’s hard to deny 
how 2011’s jillion-selling “21,” despite 
a degree of Starbucks-sanctioned, 
piano-based musical anonymity deliv- 
ered breakup agony with alternately 
snarling and shattered precision. 
When she really digs into “Turning 
Tables”? Have mercy 

Except “25,” continuing the 
27-year-old Grammy dominator’s pattern of releasing albums 
named after ages she used to be, is not supposed to be a vocal 
audition. (We already have one Christina Aguilera, who wants 
to prove her chops and belt to the cheap seats whenever pos- 
sible.) Adele’s third album, whose melancholy clearly has trig- 
gered the sudden influx of snowy freezing garbage weather, 
marks the first time she tries to peak on almost every song. 
Meanwhile, a revolving door of superstar producers such as 
Max Martin, Danger Mouse and Ryan Tedder (complete with 
backup singers and big choruses and pop aspirations and 
strings) battle to deliver a single, unconcerned if it dilutes the 
artist’s personality or sounds like overkill as a group. 

And those lyrics. Adele isn’t telling new stories; she’s just 
singing feelings, and what once felt personal has become ge- 
neric loneliness and sorrow “Have I ever asked for much? The 
only thing that I want is your love,” she blandly declares on 
“Water Under the Bridge,” one of several tracks that recall ei- 
ther Florence and the Machine or Haim, if not both. “When 
the pain cuts you deep/When the night keeps you from 
sleep... ing/Just look and you will see/That I will be your rem- 
edy,” she phrases awkwardly on “Remedy” which also rhymes 
“cruel” and “fool” (sheesh) and sounds like Mariah Carey 
redoing a Black Crowes song. On closer “Sweetest Devotion,” 
she may as well be Katy Perry with better range: “The sweet- 
est devotion!/Hit me like an explosion!/All of my life I’ve been 
frozen! /The sweetest devotion I know!” The words tarnish 
both catchy anthems (“Thu couldn’t handle the hot heat ris- 
ing,” she sings on “Send My Love {To Tour New Lover}”) and 
beautiful ballads (“Love in the Dark” offers the clunky “You 
have given me something that I can’t live without Abu must 
not underestimate that when you are in doubt”). 

She also seems to recognize that she’s been here before. On 
the gospel-flavored “River Lea,” she opens with, “Everybody 
tells me it’s ’bout time I moved on/That I need to learn how 
to lighten up and learn how to be young/But my heart is a 
valley it’s so shallow and man-made/I’m scared to death if I 
let you in you’ll see I’m just a fake.” Reminder: Adele is 27, and 
the album’s called “25.” Constantly expressing nostalgia for 
being young while sounding both old and immature, she de- 
fines herself primarily through a man and wanting to “belong” 
to someone. The songwriting remains miles behind “1989,” 
which came out when Taylor Swift was just 24. 

Obviously Adele’s wounded search for strength/emotion- 
ally universal fish in a barrel will resonate differently de- 
pending on the listener’s eagerness to use her statements in 
tear-stained letters/emails/texts. And “Hello” is a knockout, 
though her ex not being home when she calls suggests she 
should try his cell, not the landline. Plus, Chicago rockers 
Twin Peaks recently did the line better and funnier on “Good 
Lovin’” with, “It’s been awhile since we’ve spoken/I guess my 
doorbell must be broken.” Clearly that’s who Adele should be 
working with, matt pais is redeye’s music editor and movie critic.

Hello, it’s me... 

... a guy who thinks Adele is just OK 


I have a confession to 
make: Adele’s music 
doesn’t really do it 
for me. Now, I know 
what you’re thinking: 
“White Dude Rock 
Critic Isn’t Floored 
By Adele” makes for a 
better Onion headline 
than anything worth 
reading. That’s prob- 
ably true, but please 
hear me out. 

I don’t often listen 
to Adele for the same reason that (the way- 
worse) Sam Smith leaves me cold— while the 
singing is really impressive, most songs tread 
what The Quietus’ Jude Rogers called “wet, 
ballady water.” With “Hello” and “When We 
Were Toung,” the two released singles off her 
third album, “25,” those balladeer reservoirs are 
not even close to drying up. Keeping in mind 
that her last effort, 2011’s “21,” sold an outra- 
geous 30 million records worldwide, I know 
I’m lost at sea with this lukewarm opinion. 

Of course, this take isn’t coming from a 
place of hatred. Adele is undeniably talented; 
it’s just that her music is more likely to leave 
me empty than turn me into Kristen Wiig and 
Emma Stone on that “SNT’ skit. Besides the 
rollicking swagger of “21” single “Rolling in 
the Deep,” her catalog feels as if the songs are 
merely vessels for her powerhouse voice. If not 
for her universally appealing croon, wouldn’t 
the saccharine piano balladry of “Someone 
Like Tou” or “Take It All” feel a little generic? 
When the songs do pick up the tempo or 
volume (see: “Rumour Has It”), doesn’t it get 
too close to bombast and melodrama? 

But who gives a {bleep} what I think? 

There are some really awesome reasons to 
love Adele. For one, she seems like the coolest 


human being (her interview quote about her 
management barring her from drunk tweeting 
is the most relatable a megastar has been in 
years), she sings extraordinarily well (duh) and 
she has preternaturally emotionally resonant 
lyrics about breakups and heartbreak (I think 
she uses broad strokes sometimes, but it 
works like a Hallmark card). She also scores 
points with the “authenticity crowd” because 
she writes or co-writes the majority of her 
music and has stuck with her indie record 
label, XL, which gave her the freedom to have 
full control over who she works with. 

This is why she resonates not only with 
young people (the aforementioned lovelorn 
angst and drunk tweets) but also older folks 
who don’t often buy music but still actually buy 
music (i.e., the “real music” narrative, referenc- 
ing a throwback amalgamation of old soul and 
pop records). The historic nature of her chart 
success backs this up— “21” sold more albums 
than anything else in both 2011 and 2012. Plus, 
“Hello” was not only a cross-generational uni- 
fier, breaking streaming and download records, 
but it also bridged the gap between Millennial 
texting lyrics to humorously break up with 
their significant others and people old enough 
to instantly think of that Lionel Richie song. 

Summing up Adele’s appeal after her star- 
making performance, 2011 BRIT Awards host 
James Corden said, “You knoty you can have 
all the dancers, pyrotechnics, laser shows you 
want, but if you sound like that, all you need is 
a piano.” According to industry experts, “25” 
will sell anywhere between a bonkers 1 million 
albums to a super-bonkers 2.5 million first- 
week copies, proving that yes, for many all you 
really do need is a great voice and a piano. 

Even so: I prefer the incredibly fun tracks 
off something like Carly Rae Jepsen’s latest 
album over Adele’s gorgeously sung heartache 
any day No laser show required.
